FOOD STOCKS SHOW 
STORAGE AMOUNTS 
REMAIN VERY HEAVY 


OTTAWA, Dec. 29.—(Canadian 
Prees)—The internal trade division of 
the federal bureau of statistics pub- 
lishes the following report concern- 
ing stocks of food in céld storage and 
in process of cure December, 1920. 

The butter in storago on December 
1, amouted to 20,032,636 pounds of 
creamery and 1,159,036 pounds of 
dairy. 

Comparative figures show this in 
the case of creamery butter to be 
1093 per cent more than last year 
and 19.28 per cent less than last month 
and in the case of dairy butter to be 
20.75 per cent more than last Do- 
comber and 12,36 per cent more than 
on November 1. 

The cheese in storage amounta to 
15,831,100 pounds. This shows a de- 
crease of 42.13 per cent from last 
month, 

The egg stocks are 4,456,104 dozen 
in cold storage, 350,992 dozen other 
than cold storage, and 1,169,444 
pounds of frozen, Comparative figures 
show a decrease in cold storage eggs 
of 23.81 per cent from last year and 
61.19 per cent from last month. 

The pork stocks are 2,619,393 
pounds of fresh unfrozen, 1,770,126 
pounds dry salted, 10,908,686 pounds 
sweet pickled and 11,061,639 pounds 
in process of cure. Comparative fig- 
ures show the following: Fresh froz- 
en increased 32.49 per cent from last 
year and 29.02 per cent from last 
month; fresh unfrozen decreased 2.82 
per cent as compared with last year, 
and increased 7.23 per cent from last 
month; dry salted shows decrease of 
.86 per cent from last December and 
an increase of 20,14 per cent from 
November 1. Sweet pickled has in- 
creased 92.89 per cent from last year

James Murray, manager of the 

Nohbleford foundation farms, the

Between 26 
and 30 of these implements are be- 
ing used on the Nobleford founda- 
tion and arp to the present time have 
given very eati-factory results, The 
type that was the most effective Is the 
square rod that revolves as the weed- 
er is being drawn across the field. 
The rod weeder twelve-foot wide re- 
quire from six to eight horses to 
draw , ‘Tho rod travels from three 
to four inches below the surface and 
does not “pulverize the top bu! leaves 
the crust in large pieces and destroys 
all the weeds.

Methods Breeding Forage Plants

Hardiness in Alfalfa 
A paper prepared by Prof. W. 
Southwerth, Manitoba agricultural 


college on a “study of the influence of 
the roto #eystern in promoting hardi- 
ness in alfalfa,” wags read by J. H. 
IiNs. i'vof, Southworth, from the re- 
suds of his experiments he pointed 
out, that hardiness in alfaifa, that is 
ability to withstand severo winter 
conditons, depends largely upon’ ite 
root syetem. 

Plante ‘possessing a branched root 
system are much anore able to with- 
stand winter months heaving than 
thiose having only a single tap root, 
no matter how grent its length may 
be. Those plants which have the 
power to produce rooting under- 
eround stems are able to renovate 
themselves, and after the death of 
the main rootstock are capable of 
keeping up a eeparate existence quite 
independent of the parent rootstook,

BAITISH LABOR 
TO SUPPORT SELF 
DETERMINATION 


Movement is Under Way to Place 
Full Weight Behind Irish 
Claims 


London, Dec, 29—A movement, cal- 
culated by its organizers to place the 
full weight of British organized labor 
in support of the Irish self-determin- 
ation claime, began with a specially 
convened conference of the parlia- 
mentary labor party in London today, 
after which several members of the 
party’s commission which investigated 
the situation in Ireland told of what 
they nad observed and learned there. 

A resolution was adopted unant- 
mously challenging the government 
to disprove the commission’s accusa- 
tiona regarding reprieals and other 
outrages charged to the crown forces. 
The conference wa sheld as a curtain 
raiser for a campaign in. behalf of 
self-determination and in opposition 
to tne government's alleged policy of 
repression to be inaugurated by the 
Jaborites in Manchester on January 17 
und cocnluded in London on #ebruary 
1éth. : 

A. G. Cameron, chairman of today’s 
conference, in opening the 
discussion on the inquiry commiss- 
jon’s report, characterized it ag ‘‘the 
most serious indictment against Brit- 
ish metuods in trying to govern Ire- 
jand ever placed before the British 
people.” 

The speaker declared: 

“The manner in which Sir Hamar 
Greenwood (chief secretary for Ire- 
iand) has evaded questions in the 
house of commons reflects discredit 
upon himself and the house.” 

Mr. Cameron added: 

“Ag a result of her handling of the 
Irish question, Great Britain has not 
a friend in the world.”
